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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-18 have been canceled. Claims 19-45 have been added and are under 
consideration. 

It is noted that support for the new structure X0 is found on page 13 and page 14, line 14 
of the originally filed disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 19 recites "which can be chosen" in lines 5, 9, 11, 13 and 15 of the new listing of 
claims. It is unclear if the structural criteria that follow each recitation of "which can be chosen" 
are actual claim limitations or preferred embodiments. 

Claim 35 is vague and indefinite because it depends on canceled claim 1. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 19-34, 36-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The factors considered when determining if the disclosure satisfies the enablement 
requirement and whether any necessary experimentation is undue include, but are not limited to: 
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1) nature of the invention, 2) state of the prior art, 3) relative skill of those in the art, 4) level of 
predictability in the art, 5) existence of working examples, 6) breadth of claims, 7) amount of 
direction or guidance by the inventor, and 8) quantity of experimentation needed to make or use 
the invention. In re wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737.8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

The instant claims encompass peptides of various lengths attached to a biotin group at the 
amino terminus, the specification teaches that the peptides encompassed by the claims are 
proteasome modulators and act by binding non-covalently to the proteasome (page 4, lines 4-8). 
Crews et al (U.S. 6,831,099) teach that the linking of biotin to small peptides can affect the 
binding specificity of the peptides (column 30, lines 9-25). The specification fails to address the 
preservation of binding specificity of the multitude of peptides encompassed within the claims 
were the peptides are attached to biotin or free, further, the instant claims do not limit the 
peptides encompassed by the claims to those peptides which are capable of modulating the 
proteasome, but no alternative use is taught by the specification for molecules which can no 
longer bind to the proteasome because of attachment to the biotin moiety. One of skill in the art 
would be subject to undue experimentation without reasonable expectation of success in order to 
use the broadly claimed methods and broadly claimed products. 

All other rejections and objections as set forth or maintained in the previous office action 
are withdrawn. 

All claims are rejected.
